DALLAS. Nov. 29 — Lw H. 
Oswald, the man accused of 
assassinating President Kenne- 
dy. was an athlest so opposed to 
religion that his wife arranged 
a secret ceremony for the bap- 
tism of their child, it was dis- 
closed today. « 

The 22-month -old child, June 
Lee, was baptized in the St. 
Seraphim Eastern Orthodox 
Church ‘here about one year 
ago. 

“It was done in secret," aaJd 
Father Dmitri, the clergyman 
who performed the ceremony. 
"The father was an atheist and 
he was opposed to it" .

Kept Under Guard

Father Dmitri said he saw 
Mrs. Oswald and the child for 
the "one brief moment" that the 
ceremony required.

The second Oswald child, torn 
last month, has not been bap- 
tized, according to a friend, 
Mrs. Michael R. Paine. Mrs. Os- 
wald lived with the Paines in 
Irving, a small town near Dallas.
